THE ARCTIC EXPEDITION. 


REPORT OF TIE PROCEEDINGS OF H. Me 


§. ENTERPRISE ANDANVESTIGATION, 
Between the 13th of July, 1848, and their ar- 
rival in England, on the 3d Nov. 1849. 

The following comnranication will be peras- 
ed with profound interest, being a full report 
of the proceedings of Her Majesty’s ships £n- 
terprise and Investigator, ander the command 
of Captain Sir James Ross, between the date 
ofhis last @espatch to the Sccretary of the 
Admivafity, from Upernovik, in July, 1848, 
and the arrival of the expedition off Scarbo- 
rough, on the 3rd of this present November. 

Th accordance with the intentions express- 
ed tothe Secretary of the Admiralty, in my 
letler of the 13th of July, 1848, her Majesty’s 
ships Enterprise and Investigator sailed on 
that day from the Danish settlement of Uper- 
navik, 

By running through an intricate archipelago 
of islands, whioh lies off the main land, and 
seems to keep of the pressure of the main 
mack, we succeeded in passing the position in 
which the whale ships had been so long de- 
tained, and made every day some advance to 
the northward, until the 20th, when we made 
fast to a berg aground off Cape Shackleton. 

Here we were joined by the Lord Gambier 
(of Hull), Mr. R. Hill, master, who informed |

We gained the clear water at 4 P. M. on 
the 20th August, in latitude 754 degrees N

We next 
stood into Pond’s Bay and hove to, within half 
a mile of those points upon which the Evqui- 
maux are. known to place their summer resi- 
dences, firing guns every half hour, and with 
our glasses clossly examining every part of the 
shore, without being able to discern any human 
being. 

From Ponds Bay we commenced a rigid 
examination of the coast to the northward, 
keeping the ships close in along the land, 80 
‘that neither people nor boats could have pass- 
ed witliout our seeing them. Opposed bya

Phe paper was very much dmmeged, but bi 
careful washing and fitting togetter, nearly 
every word was clearly deciphered. (It is 
preserved.) 

From this point we contined the examina- 
tion of the coast with equal care, for we fully. 
expected every hour to see those of whom we 
were in search, and the most vigilant look-out 
‘was kept aloft, and from the deck. 

On the first of September we arrived off 
Cape York, and a party was sent on shore to 
seek forout friends, and to fix a conspicious 
mark at this remarkable point, in which was 
placed a paper for the guidance of any party 
that might fall in with it. This service was 
performed by Lieutenant McClintock, with 
much skill, under very difficult circumstances. 
Every day we were inthe practice of 
throwing overboard a cask from each ship, 
containing papers with information of all our 
Proceedings, guns were fired during foggy 
weather, and blue lights and rockets during the 
hours of darkness, the ships being kept under 
such easy sail that any bouts seeing the sig- 
nals might have reached them, 

The general tenor of the information thus 
distributed slong the coast was to acquaint Sir 
John Franklin, or any of his party, that ay the 
whale ships had not been able to crosa to the 
west land of Baflin’s Bay, they could have no 
hope of assistance from them, and recommend- 
ing then to make for Port Leapold, where I 
intended to form a depot of provisions, and 
perhaps leave the Invest 

they would, at any rate, with the provisions, 
find"a notice of the position in which the nearer 
ship was passing the winter. 

It therefore became necessary to push for 
Port Leopold, to fulfil these promises, for had 
any of his party met with one of these notices 
they would have asyuredly have gone to that 
point, 

We accordingly stood over from Cape York 
towards N. E. Cape, until 
the edge of a pack, too dense for 
wate, lying between us and Leopold Island, 
aovut fourteen miles broad ; but oy we could 
perceive that it was still in’ motion, we hoped 
thata few daye might produce a favourable 
change, and in the meantime we stood over to 
the north shore of Barrow Strait, to seck a har-
